NEW “APOSTLE” AT 
FATSHAN, 
Arrested and Imprisoned. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Caytox, December 3. 


Rather an amusing story is current here 
of a Fatshan priest who somehow acquired 
the reputation of being able to cure all 
sorts of sickness and disease. So much 
credence did-the” Fatehan “people give to” 
the power attributed to him that they 
regarded him as the Living Buddha. His 
fame increased and spread beyond Fatshan 
and. hundreds of people crowded into 
Fatshan, some to see the Living Buddha, 
others to bendiit by his holy powers, 

Whenever tho Lifting Budda wont into 
tho streets hundreds followed him, This 
gave the Fatshan magistrate considerable 
uneasines of mind; in the present sume- 
what unsettled state of affair he viewed 
these unusual crowds with no little sus- 
picion- and so he ‘sent some soldiers. to 
arrest the priest who was responsible for 
the whole trouble and the Living Budda 
waa imprisoned. 

fhe Fatshan - people objected very 
atrongly to the magistrate daring to take

Las a protest completely wrecked the prison 


where he wag.being detained. 

This action caused tha matter to be 
reported to Canton, and an official was 
sent up to make enquiries.

JAPAN AND AMERICA. 


Text of the Agreement. 


The following ie the full text of the 
Agreement betwoen Japan and the United 
States, which we are enabled to publish 
through the courtesy of the Mr Funateu, 
the Japanese Vice-Consul :-—. : 


Letter from Six Kogoro Takahira, Japanese 
. Minister at Washington, to-the Hon. 

Elihu Root, American, Secretary of 

State. : - eer 

Sir,—The exchange of views betweon us 
which has taken place af the several in- 
terviews which I have recently had the 
honour of holding with you, has shown 
that Japan and the United States, holding 
important outlying, insular possessions in} 
the region of tho Pacific Ocean, the Gov- 
ornmente of the two countries sre animated 
by a common aim, policy snd intention in 
that region. 

Believing that a frank avow 1 of that 
aim, policy and intention would not onl, 
tend to strengthen the relations of friend- 
ship and good neighbourhood which have 
immemorially existed between Japan and 
the United States but would muterially 
contribute to the presarvation of the general 
peace, the Imperial. Government have 
uuthorised me to present to you an outline 
of their uriderstanding of that common aim, 
policy and intention. 

1. It is the wish of the two Governments 
to encourage the free and peaseful develop- 
ment of their:commerce on the Paci 
Ocean. oy : : 

2 The policy of both Governments, unin- 
fluonced. by any aggressive tendencies, is 
directed to the maintenance of the oxisting 
staius quo in the region above mentioned, 
and to the defence of the principle of equal 
opportunity for commerce sud industry in 

na. 

3. They are’ accordingly firmly resolved 
reciprocally to respect the territorial pos- 
sessiong belonging to euch other inthe said 
region. bag : 

4, ‘Ihey are also determined to preserve 
the common interests of all, Powers in 
China by supporting by all pacific means 
at their disposal, tho independence and 
integrity of China, and the principle of 
equal opportunity for commerce and in- 
dustry of all nations in that empire. 

6. Should any event occur threatening 
the status guy as above described, or the 

rinciple of equal opportunity’ as above 
Fofmed, it remains for the two Govern- 
ments to communicate with cach other in 
order to arrive at an understanding as to 


what measures they may consider it useful
